The 
di -aa Letona results of free trade on the 
permanent industries cf tbe country, ere 
described, says Mr. Blaine, in President 
Buchan a a’s well-remembered message, 
communicated to oongreea alter the 
panic: "With ucsurparsed plenty in ell 
the elements of national wealth, our 
manufacturers have suspended, our pub­ 
lic works are retarded, our pnvated en­ 
terprises of different kitds are abandon* j 
ad, and thousands of useful laborers are 
throun cut of employment and reduced 
to want.”

Madison university, died here Sunday. I 
He was born at Salem, Mass., April 22, 
1819, and was a graduate at Brown uni- 
versity in 1840 and at Newton Theologi­ 
cal institute in 1845. 
Ho had charge of 
Baptist churches in New Hampton and 
New London from 1846 to 1853; from 
that time to 1861 was professor of biblical 
criticism and interpretation in the Ham­

Vienna. Jan. 6.—The Rev.T. DoWitt 
Talmage, of Brooklyn, preached here 
Sunday, on 
“The Surprises of Re­ 
ligion.” 
His text was I. Kings x. 7: 
“ Behold, the half was not told to mo.” 
The sermon was as follows: 
Appearing before you to-day, my 
mind yet agitated with the scenery of 
tho Holy Land, from which we have 
just arrived, you will expect me to re­ 
vert to some oi the scenes once enacted 
there. 
Mark a circle around Lake 
Galilee, and another circle around 
Jerusalem, and you describe the two 
regions |in |which cluster memories of 
more events thaq in any other two cir­ 
cles. 
Jerusalem was a spell of fascina­ 
tion that will hold me tho rest of my 
life. 
Solomon had resolved that that 
city should be the center of all sacred, 
regal and commercial magnificence. 
He set himself to work, and monopo­ 
lized the surrounding desert as a high­ 
way for his caravans. 
He built the 
city of Palmyra around ono of tho prin­ 
cipal wells of tho East, so that all tho 
long trains of merchandise from tho 
East wero obliged to stop there, pay 
: toll and leave part of their wealth in 
I the hands of Solomon’s merchants. Ho 
: manned the fortress Thapsacus at the 
] chief ford of the Euphrates, and put 
under guard everything that passed 
there. 
Tho three great products of 
Palestine—wino pressed from the rich­ 
est clusters and celebrated all tho 
world over: oil. which in that hot coun­ 
try is tho entire substitute for butter 
and lard, and was pressed from thd 
olive branches until every tree in tho 
country became an oil well; and honey, 
which was the entire substitute for 
sugar—theso throe great products of 
tho country Solomon e x e rted , and re­ 
ceived in return fruits and precious 
woods and the animals of every clime. 
He went down to Kziongeber and or- 
iered a fleet oi ships to be constructed, 
oversaw the workmen, and watched 
the launching of the flotilla which was 
to go out on more than a year’s voy­ 
age, to bring home tho wealth of the 
then known world.

Egyptian horses were largo and swift, 
and long maned and round limbed, and 
be resolved to purchase them, giving 
185 apiece for thorn, putting the best 
of theso horses in his own stalls and 
lolling the surplus to foreign poten­ 
tates at great profit.

cons, and to this very day there are 
flowers found in tho ruins of that city 
men as are to be found in no other 
part of Palestine, tho lineal descend­ 
ants of tho very flowers that Solomon 
planted*

Obliged to seek protection from the 
rather frigid English, though they have 
DCfcn most kind to her in her grief. 
King Milan, of Servia, has renounced 
bls throne that he might join this col­ 
ony. 
Unlike the reigning royalties, 
who are gradually dispensing with 
form and ceremony, the exiled queens 
y h very particular to keep up every 
form of stato that belongs to their rank 
this outward observance is the only 
thing they have to mark it.
